It seems that she 
had been sitting near the fire, when she was 
seized with a fit, and had fallen forward, and, 
being unable to extricate herself, was burned 
as stated. 

At Madison, about a week ago, two little 
daughters of Mr. Aultz, of that city, were 
caught in a Bhaft of the marine railway, and 
their limbs so dreadfully mangled that several 
amputations were necessary. 

The boiler in the distillery of E. G. Hayes 
A Co., of Lawrenceburg, exploded on Wednes- 
day of last week, causing the death of Geo. 
Lemuel and Barney Barkhouse, who wera 
employed on the premises. 

A girl fourteen years of age, daughter of 
Mr. l'erguson, in St. Joseph, was burned to 
f Saturday evening. She was alone in the 
""ouee, and some gentlemen passing by discov- 
ered the house to be on fire. Opening the 
door, they found the child dead. Her clothes 
had caught fire in some way, and the flames 
bed communicated to the dwelling.

to foreign trade. At the end of 18G2, 3,450,- 
457 tacls had been received by Great Britain, 
leaving 4,549,543 taels yet unpaid. 717 taels 
are taken as equal to $1,000. The indemnity 
of 300,000 taels for tbe prisoners who were 
unfairly captured by the Chinese in Septem- 
ber, 18G0, was paid down, and, after erecting 
a monument at Pekin over tbe remains of the 
prisoners, there was left £91,440 to meet pay- 
ments to prisoners or relatives of prisoners.

[Correspondence of the Lonisvllle Journal ] 

Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 20, 1863. 

Three days have elapsed since I reached on 
my return to the front this dilapidated capi- 
tal, humiliated by tbe presence of its con- 
querors, defiled by the accidents of war, and 
depraved by the demoralizing influences that 
follow in the track of war's chariot. 

Not at all to my surprise, the opportunities 
afforded by such an extensive line of com- 
munication, to annoy and disturb us by sud- 
den and destructive incursions, have not gone 
unimproved. The hostile partisans are again 
at woik along the railroad, and the successes 
that have attended the audacious nomads 
render it not unlikely that my stay here will 
be unpleasantly a3 well as unprofitably pro- 
tracted. 

The opportunity afforded for observation 
acd inquiry, during the few days of leisure 1 
bave passed, have ! cm. I trust, not unprofit- 
ably employed, and a3 the results may wear 
seme interest, permit me to offer them. 

TRADE IN NASHVILLI 

Is remarkably brisk, notwithstanding the 
difficulties that oppose in the way of transpor- 
tation. The business of the city is carried on 
principally by the same shrewd, penurious 
traffickers that boast the commercial wealth of 
every European city; that carry the purse of 
Poland and possess her; that dictate to the fi- 
nanciers of France and England, and are fast 
absorbing the wealth of America. Yes, the 
cunning, artful Jew, proverbially diligentand 
penurious in business, is elbowing the thrift- 
less, ingenuous Gentiles from all the promi- 
nent business localities, and, more industri- 
ous, more cunning than enterprising is pock- 
eting the enormous profits of a lucrative com- 
merce. The sect, by its inordinate ambition 
to monopolize trade in tbe Department of the 
Mississippi, and it3,indifference to orders where 
they conflict with that morbid love for pelf, 
drew down* the indignation of Gen. Grant, 
and his transfer to this Department, not sur- 
prisingly, excites serious apprehension. 

It is utterly astonishing how this people ac- 
cumulate wealth. No people study with 
greater success nor display more admirable 
finesse in tbe profession or pelf-seeking than 
the Jews. None more quickly discoveroppor- 
tunities than they, and to these indispensable 
requisites is due their astonishing success in 
Nashville. 

SVSTIMATIC EXTORTION 

Seems to be the order of the day in this new- 
ly-peopled city, and how well it is observed 
every traveller who stops here — and every 
one is victimized— may attest. The simplest 
necessities and conveniences of life command 
the most extravagant prices, and competition, 
which is directed to the realization of the 
greatest profits, rather than to decrying and 
repressing exorbitance, only feeds extortion. 

The money mania possesses all who traffic 
here, and trade, regulated by avarice, makes 
Nashville the speculator's El Dorado. Unfor- 
tunates, financially, of every character flock 
to this Mecca of wealth, like the primitive 
Christians to Palestine, or modern invalids to 
a watering place. Adventurers with exhaust- 
ed purses come here to replenish. Sportsmen 
with invisible means of support are abundant. 
Gamesters retrieve their fortunes here, and 
pelf hunters throng in such numbers one 
would infer that Mammon, in form corporeal, 
had i eared here a throne to receive the homage 
of his worshippers. Tradesmen do not com- 
pete in cheapness. That man is most success- 
ful who victimizes the greatest number of cus- 
tomers. He is most fortunate who needs and 
buys the least. Exorbitant prices do notdeter 
men from buying. Money seems plenty. 
Abundance begets extravagance and encour- 
ages exorbitance. 

Nobody complains of prices, unless it is the 
poor, and they who are indeed sufferers, daz- 
zled by the glitter of riches, in the midst of 
plenty, luxury, and a sensuality that laughs 
at national calamity and individual poverty, 
endure in silence sufferings that nobody cares 
to alleviate, that the fortunate witness only to 
reproach the sufferers with. 

Here indeed are the extremes of fortune. 
Never have I 6een them in such deplorable 
contrast. 

Refugees, who, before the torch of war lit 
up with devastating glare the Southern coun- 
try, eDjoyed the ease and comfort of quiet 
homes, gladdened by the smiles of plenty, 
are now asking alms on the steps of the splen- 
did Capitol, that their wealth in better days 
contributed to rear. 

Cold and hunger sit on a hundred hearths, 
and destitution stalks with haggard form in 
the midst of luxury and wealth. 

Here on one side tbe street, shivering with 
cold and pinched by hunger, dwells the vir- 
tuous poor. There, in a palatial bagnio, a 
pampered debauchery, revelling in the princely 
splendor of an Eastern harem, boasts a licensed 
courtesan as qneen. 

Another step, and the corruption of that 
age that witnessed tbe diegusting orgies of 
tbe Roman world shall have fastened itself 
on us. 

While sauntering yesterday through a well 
stocked market, I could not repress my curios- 
ity to know the prices, and I became suddenly 
very inquisitive. 

Two diminutive quadrupeds, minus their 
skins, attracted my attention, and I inquired 
of the seedy tiller of the soil who owned them, 
the price, and what they were. He replied, 
''Rabbits, sir, thirty- five cents a piece." They 
were no more like rabbits than like Hercules, 
but th-T found ready sale. 

A corpulent old lady had poultry to sell. A 
friend purchased one of the venerable Shang- 
hais tor a half dollar. The rooster, probably 
on account of his venerable appearance, had 
escaped the foragers, but really every feature 
indicated that he might be the identical old 
cock that disturbed and disquieted the ghost 
of tbe royal Dane. 

A tailor will ask $15 for the same article 
that can be purchased in Louisville or Cincin- 
nati for $8 or $9. Landlords will usher 
.jou into miserably furnished and more 
wretchedly ke pt apartments where you can 
freeze all night, and in the morning, after a 
night of unrest, meet the anxious inquiries of 
your host as to "how you slept." Breakfast 
announced, you will not be disturbed by a 
"groaning board," but may depart with a dis- 
satisfied stomach. Your bill will be moderate, 
but unless jou are a cotton speculator, a sut- 
ler, or a Major-General, your earningspfr diem 
will hardly keeply pace. After the first meal 
in a Nashville hotel, you will bave learned 
that a quarter, left convenient to tbe waiter, 
will wunderfully expedite his movements 
and insure more dutiful attention than he will 
bestow on all the others, provided they have 
not learned the same game. 

THl MILITARY AUTHORITIES 

Are doubtless beset by many perplexities and 
petty annoyances, but these do not justify the 
shabby treatment one is apt to receive, who 
presumes to disturb tbe even tenor of their 
thoughts, with a simple question however 
genteely asked. Appropos, I was desirous of 
obtaining some reliable information a few 
evenings since, relative to the condition of 
the railroad, and I stepped in at the head- 
quarters of General Granger. The General, 
vi hose character for affability I knew too 
well to expect anything but the treatment 
due, was unfortunately absent. Thinking 
that his staff officers would certainly not fail 
to use me civilly, I approached a couple of 
tbe gilt edged grandees, and as politely as I 
knew how, a*ked if I could see the General. 
I soon discovered that I bad erred. Not a 
a woid was spoken, but a significant motion 
by one who cast his eye at me in anger, told 
too truly that my offence was rank. Still 
disposed to believe that I might not have 
been heard, I repeated the question. 

This second attempt to attract attention 
was thoroughly successful, and the uncouth, 
undignified reply that it elicited decided me 
on te< tiring. Just at that moment the Adju- 
tant General entered, and I reSDlved to pre- 
sent my credentials. From him I learned 
what I desired to know, and I left, refreshed 
with the striking contrast. The uncivil gen- 
tlemen referred to would do well to cultivate 
a manner more in keeping with their station. 
The little brief authority they wear is not 
substantial, not durable enough to justify such 
royal airs. Whether a man be officer or citi- 
zen, common civility never detracts nor be- 
littles the wearer among gentlemen. The 
austerity that circumstances often justify in 
those vi ho have such a variety of characters 
to de al with iu military life, is not attractive 
when displayed by a pompous subordinate. 
Until men become satrapj it is better that they 
do not imitate their vices.

A man more eminently qualified than he 
will not be found, and I am snre that the ar- 
my that knows him so favorably will wel- 
come him back. 

ARTILLERY ORGANIZATION. 

I learn that steps are being taken to organ- 
ize this arm of the service on a new basis en- 
tirely, and that it will admit brigades and 
regiments of artillery as of infantry. 

THE STATUS ON TUB FRONT 

Remains the same as when I left the army. 
Rumors are afloat that Hooker has crossed his 
troops at Bridgeport, and will move up by 
Shell Mound on the same route pursued by 
Crittenden on the advance against Chatta- 
nooga, and repossess Lookout Mountain. 

TUB REBEL CAVALRY 

Is said to be massed at Decatur under Wheeler, 
and some apprehension is felt lest an advance 
through West Tennessee should necessitate 
the withdrawal from the front of troops that 
cannot be spared without endangering the 
safety of the army. 

The roads between Bridgeport and Chatta- 
nooga have been rendered almost impassable 
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by the recent rains, and the greater portion 
of the trains will be sent to NasSville. Sup- 
plies will be transported by boat to Chatta- 
nooga, if tbe taking of Lookout Mountain 
has been effected, as cla'med: and if it has 
not, boats will carry supplies by river within 
six or eight miles of Chattanooga. 

Rebel raiders have resorted to a new meth- 
od of interrupting communication, and one 
that promises to cause immense danger unless 
the road is more carefully guarded. They 
carry with them torpedoes, which, placed upon 
the track, are ignited by the slightest friction, 
and never fail to completely destroy the train. 
One of our trains was blown up a few evenings 
since below Tnllahoma, and the cars shatter- 
ed to atoms. QUILL.

The law imposes 
the penalty of 10 t> cent upon all persons who 
neglect to pay as required under section 19, 
and makes it the imperative duty of Collect- 
ors to collect the same within the period there- 
in mentioned by distraint and sale of tbe 
goods and effects of the delinquent. 

Relief can be given only in cases of mani- 
fest error.

The Confederate Currency. — In tbe Sen- 
ate at Richmond, on Monday, the 20th, on 
motion of Mr. Armstrong, it was 

Resolved, That a committee of seven be ap- 
pointed to consider and report whether any 
mensures can be adopted by the General As- 
sembly to improve the currency. 

The Vice President appointed Messrs. Arm- 
strong, Marshall, Lewis, Nash, Hart, Quesen- 
berry, and Bruce to compose said committee. 

The following resolution, proposed by Mr. 
Lewis, was referred to the same committee: 

Resolved, That the select committee on the 
subject of tbe currency inquire into the ex- 
pediency of authorizing a loan, by the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia, to the Confederate 
Government, of $40,000,000, to bear an inter- 
est of six per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually; and that they inquire also as to the 
most expedient mode of raising that sum — the 
said loan to be made only upon the condition 
that proportionate sums are subscribed by the 
other States of the Confederacy, and by cor- 
porations and private individuals, amounting 
in the whole to $400,000,000; and upon the 
further condition that the Confederate Govern- 
ment issue her bonds for said loans, and that 
neither tbe principal nor interest of said bonds 
shall be liable to taxation by the Confederate 
or State Governments 

This resolution, it appears by the Enquirer, 
has in view the giving of the sanction of Vir- 
ginia to a report relative to the currency, the 
two fundamental features of which are: 

First. The retirement from circulation of so 
much of the Confederate issues a3 will reduce 
the volume of currency within reasonable 
limits. 

Second. The cessation of such issues by the 
Government as its chief resource to meet cur- 
rent demands. 

This scheme does not meet with the appro- 
val of the Enquirer, and in discussing the sub- 
ject it speaks as follows of the financial con- 
dition of the Confederacy: 

[From the Richmond Kn<iuiror of Oct. 27. J 

The condition of the currency has become 
so alarming that its importance has arisen 
even above the excitement of military move- 
ments. From every quarter of the Confede- 
racy essays, sc hemes, expedients, and remedies 
are daily scattered broadcast over the country, 
urging suggestions of every character and de- 
scription. In tbe multiplicity of these coun- 
sels but one thing is certain and undisputed, 
and that is that the present financial manage- 
ment is an utter and absolute failure, rendered 
so not by Mr. Memminger, but by the people 
themselves. The funding scheme of Mr. 
Memminger could only succeed by the prompt 
and persistent co-operation of the people in 
comiDg forward and continuing to convert 
the currency into bonds. It is not necessary 
to inquire into the reasons why the people 
bave tailed— the fact that they have not and 
will not voluntarily fund the currency it the 
important matter for legislative consideration. 

When the first excitement of war stirred 
the patriotism of the people, it was believed 
that every man able to bear arms would vol- 
unteer, and it was equally believed that every 
dollar of property would be willingly held 
subject to the call of the Government. But 
disappointment has attended both expecta- 
tions; and, as the conscription act was neces- 
sary for the army, so a property conscription 
act has become equally necessary for the 
Treasury. Funding and volunteering both 
"played out" about the same time; and, as 
the Government found it necessary to abandon 
volunteering and to resort to compulsory con- 
scription to make all men bear their proper 
part of the burdens of the army, so now it 
has become necessary for the money arm of 
the Government to abandon voluntary fund- 
ing, and to resort to compulsory loans upon 
the property of the people. 

And surely a nation that has so willingly 
acquiesced in the conscription of the men will 
not object to a similar action with regard to 
the property. The father that has given his 
sons to the defence of the country cannot 
withhold the properly as equally necessary to 
the cause of the country. Money is as neces- 
sary as men to the success of our cause, and 
without the former our heavy sacrifices of the 
latter were foolishly and cruelly made. To 
stop now, to withhold the means now requisite, 
is to render the war for the last threa years 
fruitless, and to abandon the cause on the 
very threshold of ultimate and sure success. 
Funding, like volunteering, has been adhered 
to long enough to plainly demonstrate its 
certain failure, and as the one was abandoned 
for cocscription, so the voluntary funding 
must be given up for compulsory loan, • * 

Two expedients only rrmain to the Govern- 
ment — tbe forced loan and the public sale of 
Confederate bonds for what they will bring, 
both to be accompanied with a cessation of 
the issue of Confederate treasury notes. We 
prefer the former as the most certain and ex- 
peditious mode of reducing the currency. By 
its adoption we believe the impressment law 
can be dispensed with, and this law has be- 
come an evil of very great magnitude.

The 
interview here ended, and it is probable that 
it will be the lost unless the desire for its re- 
newal comes from the other side. The Con- 
federate Government holds now prisoners 
equal in cumber and rank to the Yankee Gov- 
ernment, Stanten's plea for bis policy of no 
exchange is, that our armies are recruited by 
tbe exchanged prisoners, and his idea is that 
by catching them all at various times and 
holding them tbe armies of Gens. Lee and 
Bragg will become "small by degrees and 
beautifully less."

Memphis, Nov. 2. 

Late advices from Little Rock report Price 
as having retired beyond Red River. His 
cavalry only occupy Arkadelphia. A courier 
came into Litlle Rock on the 25th ult,, and 
said that Marmaduke, with from 3,000 to 
4,000 men and twelve pieces of artillery, had 
attacked Colonel Clayton, commanding the 
D8th Kansas, at Pine_ Bluff, and had been 
driven off. This was confirmed on the 20th. 
The rebe l loss is said to have been great and 
the rout complete. Pine Bluff was badly 
damaged by shells. Steps were taken to in- 
tercept Marmaduke's retreat. 

A gentleman from Mississippi says that ten 
days ago the largest portion of Loring's divi- 
sion was at and around Canton. He has about 
8,000 infantry.|3,000 guarding the Mobile and 
Ohio and Southern railroads. Gen. D. Lee 
commands the cavalry corps, consisting of 10,- 
000 men, in four divisions, under Gens. Jack- 
son, Mosby, Ross, and Roddy. Mosby's force 
is between Jackson and Vicksburg, Ross be- 
tween Moss Bluff and Big Black, Chalmers 
between Grenada and Oxford, and Roddy 
above and around Corinth. At last accounts 
Lee was above Corinth, and the force under 
his immediate command was estimated at 
6,000. The remainder of the 4,000 is between 
Oxford and Vicksburg. Lee's headquarters 
is in the field. 

There are various bands prowling about 
conscripting every man into the rebel service. 

Starke h:is a regiment of cavalry with his 
headquarters at Belmont, eight milernorlh of 
PaoOMk 

Captain McMahon has a small force at tbe 
mouth of Cold Water, sixty miles east of 
Helena. 

Lieut. Gibson, with fifty men in Coahoga 
county, near Friars Point, is taking every 
man whether under or over age. Capt. Floyd 
has fifty men near the same place; they belong 
to the State — not tho General Government. 
Their duty is to burn cotton and destroy 
steamboats. It was this band that lately 
burned the steamer Mist. The headquarters 
of the conscripts was lately at Grenada. 

J. M. Patrick, formerly of this city, was 
post-commandant, and has been succeeded by 
Major Oyer, formerly secret police detective 
of this city. 

Gen. Pillow's headquarters are at Colum- 
bus, Miss. 

Six men wore recently shot at Meridian for 
desertion. 

Mr. John N. Buck was hung at Enterprise 
for treason. 

Tbe rebels use the Mississippi Central rail- 
road from Oxford to Canton.

WASniNOTON, Nov. 4. 

Tbe Star announced, a few days axo, the 
arrival at Annapolis of a large number of 
Union prisoners, most of them in almost a 
dying condition, and that eight of them died 
on the passage from City Point. Up to yes- 
terday, thirty- five more of them died. Many 
more are in a hopeless condition. Sixteen 
bodies were examined by surgeons, who were 
of the opinio* that in each case death was 
caused by starvation and exposure.

General A. J. Smith is on the alert, 
and making every exertion to repair all dam- 
egee, strengthen all weak points, and render 
luttber attempts of this kind on the part of 
the rebels out of the question.

Washington, Nor. 4. 

A special to the Tribune says that the Com- 
missary General of Prisoners has received in- 
telligence that the clothing and blankets sent 
to Richmond by our Government have been 
received and distributed to the prisoners for 
whom they were intended. No further pro- 
grefs bad been made by the Commissioners 
toward an exchange of prisoners. 

A refugee from Richmond, a Northern 
woollen spinner, brings tbe intelligence that 
at Manchester, near Richmond, on James

Cotton mills bave been erected in Manches- 
ter.

The force under Lee's command is positive- 
ly stated to be now only 30.000. Stirring in- 
telligence was anticipated from the Army to- 
day, but, contrary to general expectations, 
UBual quiet has prevailed.

Tbe wheat crop, which is large here, is 
about all sowed. Tobacco is being stripped. 
Farmers think as so much is injured paces 
will be high. I hear of hog cholera in some 
localities. People are feeding a large propor- 
tion of corn to pork hogs, as they think so 
much is injured by frost it will not keep well. 
It this is common, of course pork will be low. 
Wtather cloudy and plenty of rain filling at 
intervals. Religious interest still increasing. 
I bear this is general throughout the country. 
In this connection allow me to state that that 
able and popular Baptist p.-eacher, Rav. J. II. 
Spencer, of Henderson city, and^ his very 
pious and excellent lady, formerly' Miss Alice 
Everheart, from near Louisville, have just 
paid this region a visit, to tbe joy of all our 
people. Elder Spencer is a cogent, logical, 
eloquent, and powerful preacher, and has a 
great influence throughout the State, and is 
well known and deservedly popular in most 
of tbe surrounding States. The religious 
journals of the country have fOr years been 
freighted with the rich effusions of his pen. 
He would have a local celebrity as a poet also 
had he not assumed fictitious names. And as 
tbe author of a late ingenious pamphlet, enti- 
tled "An Essay on the Action of Baptism," 
be is likely to secure the critic il attention of 
the polemic divines of the couutry. In this 
tract he of course took strong B-iptist grounds, 
being a strong man, but it is a pleasure to 
know he has strictly avoided acrimony. 

Mrs. Spencer is a true representative of that 
class, known and envied by females, every- 
where, as "the fair and beautiful daughters of 
Kentucky." But her beauty is not ner great- 
est virtue. She is endowed with fine talent, 
ar;d above all, is a devout Christian. Although 
not honored with the titles of nobility, nor 
the rank of earthly fortune, Elder Spencer cm 
as truly say of bis excellent wife as did Lord 
William Russel of Lady Ruchel, "There is a 
signal providence of God in giving me such a 
wife, where there is birth, fortune, great un- 
derstanding, great religion, and a great kind- 
ness to me."

Rebels at Mayfiii.d, Ky.— We have learn- 
ed the following particulars of the late raid on 
Maj field: The passenger train from Paducah 
to Mayfield was captured by guerillasat May- 
field on Monday last. The freight train was 
also captured at the same place and time. 
The rebels were scattered alon? the road at 
different stations for ten miles this side of 
Mayfield, but did not show themselves until 
after tbe trains passed up. 

It is thought that the resell in possession of 
Mayfield are a part of Faulk oer's command, 
but it is much more probable that they are a 
band of guerilla?. 

On Sunday night they passed between Co- 
lumbus and Union City, burning bridges, 
tearing up tbe railroad track, cutting the tel- 
egraph wire, and committing other depreda- 
tions. A train went out on Monday from 
Columbus, taking one company of infantry 
to repair the track, and returned in the even- 
ing. 

It will require about ten days to put the 
road in order. There was considerable ex- 
citement in Paducab, as might be supposed, 
but at ten o'clock Tuesday, nothing further 
had occurred. The guerillas are supposed to 
number about one thousand. 

The telegraph wires were cut leading from 
Padncah to every point, thus giving evidence 
that there was a systematic plan to attack tbe 
place. But Col. Hicks is cool and confi lent 
of his ability to defend the place against any 
force that may come against it at preseat.

HoiiBiiiLK MruDEit in Clinton Cocnty, III. 
— Shcceino Details — At 2 cfclock Thursday 
afternoon, the 29th ult , the discovery was 
made tbat a lady and a lad of twelve years 
had been horribly butchered in a farm houss 
in Clinton county, Illinois, about seven miles 
LOith of Carlisle. The house and farm 1 e'ong 
to Mr. Henry Bond, who last Thursday morn- 
ing left bis wife at their home, with ber neph- 
ew, and went to a farm lately purchased by 
him (Mr. B ) in the Bottom district, north of 
Venice, intending to plough the tract. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Bond had in his em- 
ployment a young man whom he at length 
discharged, without any quarrel so far as ap- 
pears. On Wednesday evening last, in Mr. 
Bono's continued absence, the young man re- 
turned and asked and received permission to 
lodge there for tbe night, 

Mrs. Bond had recently paid a friendly visit 
at the house ot an acquaintance, Mrs. Spes, 
about a quarter of a mile distant. Thursday 
nfternoou Mrs. Spes called at Mrs. Bond's 
touse, at two o'clock, to return tbe visit. On 
entering she was greeted by no one, and on 
further search, to her inexpressible horror, 
found Mrs. Bond and the little lad lying man- 
gled and bloody corpses, in a pool of bl^od, in 
the lady's sleeping apartment. • 

Mrs. Bond had on ber night dress, and tbe 
child his. The bureau was stoven in pieces 
and the beds were ripped open and their con- 
tents pulled out upon the floor. A bloody 
axe lay near the corpses. Mrs. Bond had re- 
ceived twogasher, either of which would have 
proved fatal, inflicted with tbe sharp edge of 
the axe, in the forehead and face, and ber 
nephew bad been killed by a cru3hing blow 
with tbe back of tbe axe, in the skull. Mrs. 
Spes at once gave the alarm, and a group of 
neighbors soon gathered to the dreadful scene. 
Little doubt could remain as to the object of 
the dastardly murderer. Mr. Bond was known 
to have bad in his possession between five and 
six hundred dollars in gold. Whether he had 
taken it away, or left it at his residence, was 
not learned, as he was still absent at bis new 
farm, utterly unconscious of the terrible de- 
vastation at his home. 

The yonng man referred to was missing, 
and of course far from the place of bis atroci- 
ties. His name is not learned. In the absence 
of the Sheriff of Clinton county, a neighbor 
by tbe name of W. K. Lock wood came to St. 
Louis yesterday morning, and communicated 
ibese facts to cur Chief of Police. The mur- 
derer is described as about eighteen years of 
age, five feet and five or six inches high, slen- 
der, of fair complexion, and light long hair,

But, to put the party in the ascendency, we 
must act wisely, and profit by tbe experience 
of tbe past. We are aware that some of our 
conte mporaries (vide the Cincinnati Enquirer 
and tbe Columbus Crisis) assert tbat our vote 
is as large as could be expected, and equal to 
their most sanguine calculations; and from 
the tone of Bome articles on the subject, they 
appear to regard our defeat as better than a 
victory. In ;eply to the New York World, 
the Enquirer said: "We agree with the 
World that the peciide — a majority of them — 
are not yet ready t "ry the policy of peace as 
a means to reunion. * * • The 
Republicans are entitled to all the glory 
and all the discredit of the war, and 
the Democracy have no intention to filch 
the one or share in the misfortunes of the 
other. They will never come into power un- 
til the people resolve on a total change of 
policy from war to peace." And the Crisis 
said: "Mr. Yallandigham's vote will reach 
nearly 187,000, and the balance of the ticket 
over 190,000. This is the largest Democratic 
vote ever jaolled in Ohio, and very nearly up 
10 our highest estimate, on whica we based 
onr judgment of the result. Of course we 
could not calculate tbe number of imported 
and fraudulent votes our opponents would 
give." And again: "If the administra ion is 
right in their policy, it was but right that they 
should succeed." 

If our party cast as large a vote in the State 
as these journals expected; if our vote ran up 
to ibeir highest estimate, it required no skill 
or ingenuity to ascertain that we must be de- 
feated; and then the question arises, why did 
these papers urge the people into a campaign 
of such vast proportions, wherein so much 
money was to be expended and time lost, for 
naught, since it must have been foreseen by 
tbcm, before as well as after the election, th.it 
a majority of the people "are not yet ready 
to try the policy of peace;" and being with 
the Administration, "it was (according to our 
contemporaries) but right that it should suc- 
ceed." 

Tbe Enquirer assures the World that the 
Democracy of Ohio "agree with Mr. Yallan- 
digham's views respecting the war," and tbat 
"if be had not been arrested and exiled he 
would have been Dominated for Governor;" 
tbat "the Conve ntion that selected bim was 
for peace, and would bave so declared in the 
platloim, if the antecedents of the man had not 
been sufficiently explicit. We differ from the 
Enquirer. Mr. Vallandigham was nominated 
becruse ef his arrest and banishment, at which 
outrageous acts every Democrat of Ohio wa3 
indignant. On his peculiar views about the 
war, unarrested and at home, he could not 
have been nominated. These were held up to be 
not only premature but impracticable. The De- 
mocracy of the State are all in favor of peace 
and a restored Union; but not one man iu five 
tbat voted for Mr. Vallandigham coincided 
with bim in his peculiar views. He was nom- 
inated and supported in spite of his peculiar 
views and record on that subject. His nomi- 
nation was not a matter of judgment, but an 
imtulse. It was a mistake, too, and a gr.ive 
one. Had not Mr. Vallandigham's record 
embarrassed us; bad he stood simply on his 
arrest and banishment, a very different cam- 
paign, and, we believe, different result would 
have been attained. But his record in Con- 
gress on the war measures and his peculiar 
peace views, though not endorsed in our plat- 
form, put the Democratic party on the defens- 
ive, when our true and politic position was an 
offensive campaign, and for which there wa3 
abundant material at hand. 

Shortly afier the election of 18C2. the En- 
quirer, even in advance of Mr. Vallandig- 
ham's peace speech in Congress, raised the 
peace banner and went it strong, declaring 
that the lesson of that election was peace ana 
nothing but peace. We gently admonished 
our respected contemporary at the time, and 
suggested that it was mistaken as to tii • fact, 
and, besides, tbat it was premature in it3 ut- 
terances. It replied that we were behind the 
times, and bad old-fogy notions, and that the 
people were with tbe Enquirer. The election 
of 18G3 has shown that it was mistaken, and 
it frankly confesses to the New York World 
tbnt a majority of the people want warstidl 

We now, with the utmost good intentions, 
fell the Enquirer that it is starting out wrong 
apain, and that, if the course it appears to be 
indicating for the future, and in whi:h the 
Crisis seems to desire to rival it, is followed 
up and prevails in our organization, and marks 
our policy for 18G4, the victory of next year 
will be as surely won by the abolitionists as 
it was this year, perhaps with augmented ma- 
jorities.

We have al- 
ready noticed this confession; bu', as it fur- 
nishes both a very apt and a very amusing il- 
lustration of what the radicals mean when they 
cry "Slavery is font!" we will recur to the 
point. 

The quotations we give below are taken 
from a single article in the Nashville Union, 
and are given with the original marks of em- 
V hasis and with no others. The article is en- 
titled: "How to Destroy an Aristocracy." 
The "aristosracy" to be destroyed is thus de- 
scribed : 

There has existed in Tennessee for many 
years an aristocracy of slaveholders, who have 
eDioyed extraordinary favors and privileges. 
The slaveholders, though not more than one- 
thirtieth of the population, really constitute 
the State, which is designated as a tlave State, 
just as if there was no other species of prop- 
erty within our borders deserving considera- 

"The article then assumes to depict the pres- 
ent condition of this "aristocracy," giving a 
sort of poetical version of the radical cry 
"Slavery is goner' Here is the picture: 

This aristocracy has been virtually broken 
up in consequence of the slave property, on 
which it was based, being made valueless by 
a rebellion which was instigated by the slave- 
ocracy. The question now before us is, Bhall 
we restore slavery in Tennessee to its former 
position, and re-establish the slave aristocra- 
cy, or shall we as a people approve of and en- 
dorse the destruction of slavery, which has 
teen brought about by the convulsions and 
violence of the rebellion. The throne of 
slavery is fallen down; shall we rebuild it? 
The Blave aristocracy is overthrown; shall it 
be re-established? Slavery is demol- 
ished and in ruins; shall we reconstruct 
it? It is not for us to decree the abo- 
lition of slavery, for that is already accom- 
plished; but we are to determine whether 
we shall restore a system already destroyed. 

Such is the present condition of slavery in 
Tennessee as depicted in one part of the arti- 
cle under netice. Slave property is here said 



do net marvel that they turn from it in sorrow • 
and disgust. They would be less than patriots 
and less than men if they did less. It is not 
the music of the I'nion. H does not announce 
the entertainment to which they were invited. 
So much for radicalism in Tennessee. 

Radicalism in Maryland and in Missouri 
and indeed everywhere else breathes the same 
revolutionary spirit and clamors for the same 
revolutionary policy. The opening sentence 
of this article is undeniably true. Its truth is 
illustrated anew by every new development 
of the time. Radicalism is revolutionism; 
conservatism is constitutionalism. 

SjjyAii official correspondence between 
Brig. Gen. S. A. Meredith and 11. Ould, the 
commissioners to regulate the exchange of 
prisoners, has been published relative to the 
treatment of John Morgan. Among the let- 
ters is one from Lieut. Col. R. Alston, who 
was attached to Morgan's staff and has b3en 
exchanged. He writes to the rebel Secretary 
of War and prefers charges against Lieut. Col. 
Hanson and the 20th Kentucky which are 
false and malicious. He says the force which 
surrendered at Lebanon on the 5th of July 
consisted of five hundred men and a section of 
artillery with about forty men, when he 
knows that the muster rolls delivered to him 
called for but three hundred and eighty, 
rank and file, though there were 
some twelve or fifteen unattached per- 
sons who assisted in the defence of the town 
and shared the fate of the captured. As to 
the section of artillery, Alston's imagination 
is very vivid. There was a twelve-pounder 
which Neville had brought down to practise 
his men, but they had neither ammunition, 
equipments,nor fuse. The only time it was fired 
there was on the previous day, the Fourth of 
July, when the boys gave a salute, and used 
a chunk of wood for portfire. Col. Alston 
says Col. Hanson requested Morgan to parole 
him and bis men. This is untrue, and delib- 
erately so. The paroling was done hurriedly, 
for Col. Hanson did not at the time know how 
hotly Morgan was pressed, but he made no 
pledge of his personal honor to respect his 
parole or to report to Morgan at some point 
within the Confederate lines. We have al- 
ways believed that Morgan paroled Col. Han- 
son and his men to prevent their massacre. 
Morgan himself behaved with very kind con- 
sideration to them, but his brother Cal was 
infuriated at the death of another brother on 
the field and treated Col. Hanson with bru- 
tal indigiity, for which, however, after an 
interview with John, he attempted an apolo- 
gy, and under the circumstances we have al- 
ways been inclined to accept his excuses. At 
times a score of pistols held by maddened 
savages were pointed at Col. Hanson, and 
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to be made "valueless" by the rebellion and* Morgan sent him under guard to another part 
slavery to be consequently "destroyed." In 
a word, slavery is represented as stone dead. 
The only question is declared to be as to 
whether this stark and staring fact shall be 
recognized or not. 

Now how does the article propjse to bring 
about the recognition of this fixed fact? One 
would suppose that, the problem would be ex. 
tremely easy. One would suppose indeed that 
there could be no problem in the case. Every- 
thing to be done is done. A fact so clear and 
distinct and palpable must enforce its recog- 
nition without extraneous aid of any descrip- 



tion. 



This is certainly the most natural conclu- 
sion in the world; yet the article is very far 
from admitting any such conclusion. On the 
contrary, it repels every conclusion of the 
sort in a manner which is hardly less remark- 
able for its maludroitness than for its disclos- 
ure. The article says: 

No class, caste, or order of men were ever 
reasoned into a voluntary relinquishment of 
their exclusive privileges so long as those 
privileges were profitable. No aristocracy 
ever yielded up its peculiar power and emol- 
uments, ever abated the smallest portion of its 
pretensions, however unjust and oppressive, 
whilst there remained the faintest hope of 
their retention. Human nature is as eager to 
retain as to acquire, and neither misers nor 
monarcbs ever give up their gold or their 
crowns under the infl uence of moral suasion or 
(he most convincing logic of statesmanship. 

• •»»•• 

Strange to say, many who profess to reg,-et 
the existence of slavery, and pronounce it an 
evil, advocate its restoration. They say that 
when slavery shall have been secured again 
to its owners and the slave code of Tennessee 
is again in force, that they will then be in 
favor of discussing the propriety of emanci- 
pation. Strange position, indeed, for ration- 
al and sincere friends of emancipation. Bit 
thtfe persons point us to the cases of Penn- 
sylvania, New York, aud other Northern 
States, where slavery was removed by legis- 
lative emancipation. These illustrations of 
the practicability ot emancipation by legisla- 
tive action alone, are quite inapplicable. 
Slavery had ceased to be profitable to any 
slaveholder in those Stites, and h%d only a 
nominal existence years before their Legisla- 
tures established by law whatwat already a fact. 
It had virtually died out before an emancipa- 
tion act came to enclose its corpse decently in 
a coffin. Those who say that after the slaves 
in this State shall have been caught and res- 
tored to their masters, and all the complex 
machinery of the Slate Government shall h»ve 
been put to work for the protection of our ar- 
istocracy of 30,000 slaveholders, many of 
whom are cultivating fertile plantations with 
their slaves, and reaping rich revenues, 
there will be any prospect of persuading 
this aristocracy to surrender its privileges 
and power even gradually, either deceive 
themselves, or seek to deceive others. 
The slaveholders of Tennessee are just as 
good and as generous by nature as other men, 
Eut they will never relinquish their hold on 
slavery while it is profitable until they are 
forced to do so. It is idle to expect it. Men 
do not voluntarily surrender power. Individ- 
uals are tenacious of power, and classes are 
more tenacious of power than individuals, 
because they give each other mutual counsel, 
protection, and support. 
• • • • » • • 

To the slave aristocracy the day of inquiry 
and discussion never comes; with it the vjte 
is always either too early or too late. To- 
day, in Tennessee, while the State is con- 
. vulatd, and all other property save that of 
the solid earth floats like drift upon th<s 
tngry waves of revolution, this aristocracy 
assures us that the public mind is too much 
excited to discuss emancipation, and that the 
subject must be postponed until peace is re- 
established. But nothing is more certain 
than that when peace shall prevail this aris- 
tocracy will warn us that it will never do to 
reopen the agitation of the slavery question. 
The great work of emancipation, great in its 
effects upon this generation, and inconceiva- 
bly great in its benign influence upon pos- 
terity, must be perfected now, while the ge- 
nius of Freedom walks through the land, clad 
in her panoply of steel, or the oppression of 
slave aristocracy will weigh upon us more 
heavily than ever. We hold a position now 
■which we must not surrender to the enemy. 

This is sufficiently explicit. Only one point 
remains. What weapon does the article 

ropose to wield, from the "position" the 
radicals now hold, for the accomplishment of 
the "great work of emancipation" ? Here is 
the answer: 

Force, physical force, either actual or ap- 
prehended, is the only weipon by which an 
aristocracy can be put down. Men who are 
pampered and puffed up by a long enjoyment 
of peculiar power and privileges must have 
them wrenched forcibly from their hands, for 

power and privilege invariably tend to blunt 
the sensibilities and blind the mind of their 
possessor. 

So the amount of the article as a whole is, 
that, although slave property in Tennessee is 
made "valueless" by the rebellion, and slavery 
is consequently "destroyed," slave property in 
Tennessee is so "profitable," and slavery is so 
full of "power," that nothing short of "force, 
physical force, either actual or apprehended," 
can ever destroy it; and that this "weapon" 
must be wielded for its destruction. Ia other 
words, the article asserts virtually that slavery 
in Tennessee is dead, but that the Federal bay- 
onet is the only weapon that can kill it; and 
that the Federal bayonet must be used to kill 
it. That is to say, the article in this senseless 
way declares for the immediate destruction 
of Elavery in Tennessee by force; it 
in a flood of nonsense demands abo- 
lition through revolution; it avows £he pur- 
pose of a madman in the manner of an idiot. 
But the avowal is plain enough notwith- 
standing. And, to cap the climax^of effront- 
ery, this wild and revolutionary measure is 
demanded by the hireling mouth-piece of a 
military agent of the General Government, in 
opposition to the protests and petitions and 
appeals of the loyal people of Tennessee ! Sure- 
ly the topmost insolence of Jacobinism in its 
native clime did not exceed this. Such is the 
music which Andrew Johnson's hurdy-gurdy 
grinds for the loyal men of Tennessee. We 



of the town under pretence that his men, 
ignorant or the capitulation, were still fight- 
ing there. Morgan paroled the Twentieth 
Kentucky because he did not know 
what to do with the prisoners; they 
incumbered his retreat and he had 
no force to spare a- a guard to send them 
within the Confederate lines. The legality of 
tie parole has never been believed by any- 
body, for it was directly in violation of the 
ccrtel. The opinion of Gen. Burnside was 
clear on this subject, but in order to prevent 
difficulties he assigned the 20th Kentucky to 
trovost duty in this city instead of taking it 
with him to East Tennessee, where Col. Han- 
son was anxious to go. The paroled rebels 
at Vicksburg were immediately put into 
the service again, and Gen. Rosecrans had 
probably a thousand of them recaptured 
by the army of tho Cumberland. No 
severe measures were ever taken against 
them. Alston states that after the parole of 
Hanson's command on July 5th, a portion of 
it, on the 8th, captured Captain Campbell and 
a small detachment of rebels and took them 
to Nieholasville, where they were abused as a 
parcel of horse thieves and scoundrels, aud 
robbed of their boots and hats, which were 
i thrown away in their presence. All this is 
j intentionally false, for Alston made no men- 
tion o!' it in his diary, which was afterwards 
j captured and published. Some of our boys 
did take hats and shoes from the rebel pris- 
oners at Nieholasville, but they were 
the very articles that had been stolen from 
them and their companions after the capitula- 
tion at Lebanon. They of course did not 
want to reclaim the things after they had 
been worn by the rebels, but they would not 
peimit the thieves to enjoy their spoils. Al- 
ston accuses Col. Hanson of taking away 
seme crackers and cheese which one of the 
rebels had been allowed to purchase by the 
guard. Col. H. remembers that he ordered 
seme loiterers away, and that one of them 
did leave such articles on the counter, but 
there was no objection made to his carrying 
thtm with him. The main object of Alston's 
letter is to show that Colonel Hanson 
pledged himself particularly to observe his 
parole, and that he violated it by assuming 
comrLand here as Provost Marshal; all the 
old clothes and crackers and cheese stories are 
but accessories to the general picture. The 
facts are as we have already IxateJ: the 
parcle was not valid; neither Morgan nor 
any of bis officers had a right to parole pris- 
oneis. But Gen. Burnside, knowing that the 
rtbels would not treat the men of the 20th 
Kentucky as prisoners of war if recaptured 
in the front, wisely concluded to let them 
remain here on post duty. AH the rebel 
Alstons in the world cannot detract from the 
fair fame and truthfulness of Col. Charles A. 
Hanson. He is as far above reproach as they 
are beyond all sense of honesty and loyalty.

Te are prouder than ever of our nationality, 
'e rejoice that our mothers and our sisters 
ave done so much to enoble our country, to ei- 
lt our race. Nor have these efforts been spas- 
odic and uncejMin, but persistent and regu- 
ar. Evta^^ew demand for effort and for 
*%ha8 been generously and nobly met, 
however long the war may last, there is 
o occasion to fear that we shall exhaust the 
•atriotism of our ladies. Defeat and disaster 
nly make them stronger, and the more 
laijns there are upon their benevolence, the 
do they arise to aa appreciation of 
ir duties. So long as loyal men are suffer- 
ine from disec.se and wounds, so long will 
loyal women delight in bestowing upon them 
their care and attention ; so long as the Sani- 
tary Commission continues to so wisely ex- 
pend the donations received, so long will the 
women aid it by individual and united effort. 

Our ladies now propose another field for 
charitable work, and this is to supply the 
wants of our city poor during the coming 
winter. And we hold up to them and to our 
citizens the noble example of the ladies of 
Chicago, and indeed of the whole Northwest, 
who, for months past, were making prepara- 
tions for a mammoth fair for the assistance 
of the Sanitary Commission. They went 
into the matter with great earnestness, solic- 
ited articles of merchandise and contributions 
cf money from individuals, town3, and cities, 
and their efforts were everywhere met with 
lost generous response. No fair assembled 
or a charitable purpose ever presented so 
great a variety of articles for sale, or furnished 
such an extensive programme of entertain- 
ment. They received donations of land, 
horses, cattle, carriages, pianos, sewing ma- 
chines, and every sort and species of 
product and manufacture that the earth 
can produce or the mind of man invent. 
The fair commenced on Tuesday, the 27th 
nit , with a grand procession three miles in 
length, consisting of a vast cumber of milita- 
ry and civic companies and associations, and 
the appearance presented was very imposing. 
Tableaux, concerts, promenade concerts, lec- 
tures, &c, were to occupy the different even- 
ings, and the German ladies will close the two 
■weeks' entertainment by a grand ball to-mjr- 
row night. Cannot Louisville aid Ken- 
tucky emulate the generosity of the North- 
western ladies and gentlemen and get np 
Euch a fair as will be remembered in after 
year6? Let us try and see what we can ac- 
complish, nrd in earnest of our determination 
to succeed let there be a full meeting to-mor- 
row. 

City Items. — The weather continues plea3 
with a golden sunset last night, which 
indicates more warm days. 

The city is unusually dull in all matters of 
interest to our local readers.

Business in all branches is apparently brisk, 
particularly in dry goods. 
Amusements of all kinds are well attended. 
The LadieB' Fair for the benefit of the poor, 
closed last evening, having proved entirely 
Euccessful. 

The health of the city is good. Though the 
season that generally ushers in coughs and 
colds is upon us, it has been very considerate 
thus far in the distribution of its gifts. 

The coal prospect is discussed generally, 
and fortes a topic of conversation second only 
to the war news in interest. The river intel- 
ligence from above is sought with an eager- 
ness almost, if not quite, equal to the details 
f* battle. 

A horse was recovered yesterday by the 
military authorities, belonging to Uncle Sam, 
from a man in the upper part of the city, who 
bought the animal from a stranger. 

There are very few military officers in the 
city outside of those stationed here, and the 
small number, we observe, are with us to re- 
cover their health. 

The streets of the city are alive with Gov- 
ernment teams every day, hauling between 
the Jeffersonyille and Nashville Railroad de- 
pots.

MORNING DBSPATOHBS. 

Wasbisgtos, Not. 5. 
iDformation from the Army of the Potomac 
states that the rebels still bold the rirer line 
from Sulphur Springs to Falmouth. Our cav- 
alry are in the front. Nearly all our sick aad 
wounded have been sent away. 

The Id, (jth, and 7th Wisconsin re^im^n-.s, 
of the Iron Brigade, gave 574 Republican and 
9 opposition votes in the election yesterday. 
Tbe returns from the " th Wisconsin have nst 
yet been received. 0 
General Thomas officially communicates to 
I General Halleck, under date of Chattanojga 
the 4'b inst., that Major Fitzgibbon, of the 
13th Michigan Infantry, overlook the com- 
i bined guerilla forces of Cooper, Kirk, Wil- 
| liams, and Scott, numbering 1,000, on tbe 
j morning of the 3d inst., at Lawrencebarg, 
and, after severe hand-to-hand fight, defeated 
them with the loss on bis part of .1 men 
wounded and S horses killed. Tbe rebel loss 
is 8 killed, 7 wounded, and 24 prisoners. 
Among the latter is one Captain and two 
Lieutenants. General Ilragg's forage train, 
sent through Lookout valley in front of his 
pc.silien, was captured. 

John G. Nicholay, the President's private 
secretary, has returned to Washington, afier 
three months' absence at tbe West. He ha3 
brought with him the treaty recently con- 
cluded with a bind of Indians in the Colorado 
Territory, by which tbe United Slates ac<iuir<i 
a title to all the lands discovered in that terri- 
tory. 

The certificates of indebtedness, issued prior 
to tbe 4'h of March last, and recently ordered 
to be redeemed by the Secretary ofthe Treas- 
ury, amount, it is said, to $84,000,000. 

Mr. Bohannan. who was captured in the 
vicinity of Acquia Creek last Caristtnas, and 
lately returned to his home in Alexandria, his 
informed the Journal that Castle Thunder is 
tbe only prison in Richmond where prisoners 
are allowed to purchase anything. 

Shortly after Ihe battle of Chickamauga, 
about two thousand wounded prisoners ar- 
rived at Richmond from the field. They were 
almost all in a famishing condition. They 
were four days between tbe two points, and 
all tbey had to cat in that time was four hard 
crackers each. On their arrival at llichmond, 
tbey were taken to Libby Prison, where they 
luid two days longer without haviog their 
wounds dressed, and during all of which time 
they had not a mouthful to eat. Some of 
them, who were fortunate enough to have a 
little money, offered as high as five dollars for 
a loaf of bread, but the officers in charge 
would not let it be carried to them. 

Mr. B. left Richmond on a Hag of truce boi, 
in company with about two hundred prisoners. 
When the vessel neared Drury'a Bluff, the 
prisoners were made to lay flat down on the 
deck, and a special guard was placed over 
them, that they might be prevented from see- 
ing the fortifi cations. 

Cairo, Nov. 5. 
Tbe steamer Perry, with 400 biles of cot- 
ton from Memphis, and datci to the Ith, has 
arrived. 

General Grierson left Ibr below to-day. 

Returns indicate that the 13;h Congression- 
al District has gone Union. 

Another attack by rebels wa3 male on Col- 
liersville; on the Memphis and Charleston 
railroad, on the evening of the 31, and after a 
brief light they were repulsed. Brig.-Gen. 
Geary and 13 of his staff are among the pris- 
oners taken. 

Lieut.- Col. Loomie, and Major Herrod, of 
the C8th Illinois (cavalry }, had an altercation 
at the supper-table, at Germantown, on the 
evening of Ihe 2d inst. Herrod fired four 
shots at Loomis as he left tbe table, killing 
him inBtant'.y. Col. Hatch, of the 21 Iowa, 
was obliged to draw his sabre on the soldiers 
present, to prevent them from lynching Herrod 
on the spot. The remains of Loomis were 
brought to Memphis, and Herrod is there in 
custody. 

Nkw York, Nov. 5. 
Tbe ship Enropa, at this port, reports that, 
on September 28tb. in latitude 136° south 
nnd longitude 2,623° west, she was chased 
by a lull rigged brig, but, it coming on nigh', 
lost sight of her. 

By the arrival of the steamBhip Tubal Cain 
from St. Domingo we have the fo'lowing i i- 
telliRcnce: The revolution in St. Domingo 
was in full blast. The rebels held position of 
the entire Island, with the exception of the 
Capital and the end. They were last reported, 
within a few miles of St Domingo city. Two 
recent victories are claimed by the Spanish 
near De Ltmeza and North Phta. I a one 
engagement it was said that pirt of the ar- 
tillery, many rau.'kets, and numerous prison- 
ers had been taken from the insurgents. 

The Captain General of St. Domingo had 
been removed, and Don Oarlus de Vargas 
Marshall, of Spain, had been appointed in his 
place. He is said to be a man of great ability, 
and is expected to crush the rebellion promptly. 

Baltimore, Nov. 5. 
Returns come in very slowly. There is 
seme doubt as to the result in the First Con- 
gressional District, bat it is generally con- 
cluded that Cnsfield is elected over Criswell, 
the unconditional Union candidate. Web3t«r 
Davis and Fraok Thomas are elected in the 
Second, Tbird, and Fourth Districts, there 
being no opposition.
